3.  Bids  less  than  60%  of  the  low  estimate  will  not  be  accepted. 

4.  We  reserve  the  right  to  withdraw  any  lot  prior  to  the  sale. 

5.  All  successful  bidders  shall  be  billed  for  postage,  handling  and  insurance. 

6.  We  cannot  be  responsible  for  the  loss  of  any  merchandise  shipped 
outside  the  United  States. 

7.  All  framed  items  are  shipped  at  the  purchaser’s  risk. 

8.  R.M.  SMYTHE  reserves  the  right  to  reject  any  bids  not  made  in  good 
faith  and  further  reserves  the  right  to  ban  any  bidder  from  participation 
in  its  sales  for  any  reason  deemed  appropriate  at  our  sole  discretion. 

9.  An  R.M.  SMYTHE  auction  bidder  expressly  waives  any  claim  or  right  to 
any  accounting,  damages  or  compensation  arising  out  of  R.M.  SMYTHE’S 
failure  to  receive  or  execute  any  bid  due  to  exclusion  from  our  sales,  clerical 
errors  or  other  causes.  No  bids  will  be  accepted  from  any  person  who  has  not 
signed  a  registration  form  or  a  bid  sheet. 

10.  United  States  coins  and  currency  will  not,  in  conformity  with  law,  be 
opened  at  less  than  face  value. 

11.  No  “buy”  or  “unlimited”  bids  will  be  accepted.  We  will  act  as  agents  for 
all  mail  bidders  in  the  sale.  Mail  bids  below  the  low  estimate  will  not  be 
reduced.  Mail  bids  will  be  opened  at  the  next  interval  over  the  second  highest 
bid  except  where  the  intrinsic  or  regular  market  worth  of  the  item  dictates  an 
opening  at  its  fair  market  value.  Floor  bidding  intervals  will  have  an  average 
increment  of  about  5%  at  the  discretion  of  the  auctioneer.  “Cut”  bids  (bids  at 
less  than  the  regular  bidding  intervals)  will  be  accepted,  but  they  must  be  no 
less  than  half  of  the  regular  interval  over  the  previous  bid.  Each  bidder  may 
make  only  one  “cut”  bid  per  lot,  and  if  they  are  out  bid,  they  may  make  no 
further  bids  on  that  lot.

Percentage  increases  will 
be  rounded  up  to  the  nearest  dollar.

A  late  charge  of  1-1/2%  per  month  will  be  charged  on  the  invoice  total  if 
payment  is  not  received  within  10  days  of  mailing  the  invoice.  Bidders  not 
known  to  us  are  required  to  deposit  25%  of  their  total  bids  in  advance. 

Credit  cards  will  not  be  accepted  for  auction  purchases. 

17.  Title  does  not  pass  until  payment  in  full  is  received.  R.M.  SMYTHE 
reserves  the  right  to  await  clearance  of  any  check  before  making  delivery. 

18.  If  a  collection  agency  or  attorney  is  required  to  collect  outstanding 
accounts,  all  agency  and  court  costs,  witness  and  attorney  fees  and  all  other 
costs  of  any  kind  incurred  by  R.M.  SMYTHE  in  procuring  judgement  shall 
be  borne  by  the  defendant.

1001  1795  Liberty  Cap  Half  Cent  Choice  EF.  Lettered 
Edge  variety,  Breen  1:  1-A,  Die  State  III,  “Break  joins 
three  dentils  above  ED”  as  stated  in  Breen,  page  128. 
Too,  there  is  a  light  die  break  over  /Fin  STATES 
which  terminates  at  C  of  AMERICA,  this  does  not 
appear  to  match  state  IV  (as  photographed  on  page 
129)  but  might  nevertheless  be  this  die  state.  The 
planchet  is  glossy  and  hard,  pleasantly  toned  to  a 
moderate  tan  shade.  A  reverse  edge  flaw  at  2:00 
could  just  as  easily  go  without  mention.  Conceivably 
the  most  attractive  of  early  half  cents  with  its 
pronounced  denticulation  and  general  balance  of 
design. 


1002  1803  Draped  Bust  Half  Cent  Choice  EF.  Breen  1: 
1-A,  Die  State  III.  The  die  break  goes  border  to 
border,  as  pictured  in  Breen  on  page  214.  The  toning 
is  quite  similar  to  the  1795,  perhaps  a  bit  darker.  This 
variety  is  never  found  sharply  struck,  and  a 
reasonable  case  can  be  argued  for  an  AU  rating. 


•  1003  1804  Draped  Bust  Half  Cent  Brown  Uncirculated. 

Crosslet  4,  Stems.  Breen  9:  4-E.  Die  State  ll/lll. 
Glossy  deep  tan  color.  Always  with  break  through  R 
heavy.  Breen  continues  with  There  may  have  been  a 
small  hoard  of  brown  uncirculated  examples.  This 
piece  is  probably  from  that  hoard;  many  have 
flattened  obverse  hair  strands  and  less-than-usual  die 
rust  marks. 


1004  1804  Draped  Bust  Half  Cent  AU.  Plain  4,  Stemless 
Wreath.  Breen  10:  5-F,  Die  State  I,  the  “Perfect”  die. 
Rich  mahogany  surfaces,  lacking  the  bulges  and 
breaks  that  this  year  is  known  for.  An  ideal  type. 


1005  1807  Draped  Bust  Half  Cent  VF+.  Breen  1:  1-A. 
Glossy  rich  brown  toning,  the  reverse  showing  AU 
details.  Probably  AU  is  a  more  realistic  designation, 
what  with  the  usual  softness  of  strike  on  the  hair 
strands.  However,  there  is  an  old  faded  depression  in 
the  field  just  off  the  nose  which  must  be  taken  into 
consideration.  An  overall  rating  of  VF+  would  seem 
appropriate,  but  this  should  be  seen  before  bidding. 
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HALF  CENTS  AND  CENTS 


1006  1808  Draped  Bust  Half  Cent  Choice  AU,  possibly 
Unc.  The  “Plain  Date”  variety.  Seems  to  match  Breen 
3:  2-B  Die  State  II,  with  “Obverse  rust  in  fields 
between  rim  and  face.”  but  has  little  or  none  of  the 
reverse  die  characteristics.  Still,  the  date  alone  is  one 
of  the  more  difficult  ones  to  obtain,  and  this  is  the 
only  collectible  variety  for  1808\u  this  grade!  There 
is  a  small  edge  bump  between  the  AT  of  STATES, 
and  an  even  lesser  one  just  off  the  U  of  UNITED,  so 
AU-Unc  is  used  for  a  coin  that  may  not  have  seen 
circulation.  Lustrous  mahogany  finish  similar  to  the 
previous  1804,  but  the  outer  reverse  fades  to 
red-brown  from  1 :00  to  6:00.

1007  1794  Liberty  Cap  Choice  EF.  “Liberty  Cap”  S-49,  as 
listed  in  Noyes.  Moderate  mahogany  toning  on  both 
sides.  The  S-49  variety,  with  its  rounded  cheek  and 
pronounced  denticals,  as  attractive  as  most  other 
“AU”  Liberty  Caps.  Scarce  type  piece.  Struck  in  four 
years  (1793-1796),  only  1794  or  1795  are  readily 
available  in  the  higher  grades.

After  1805  and  a  subsequent  23-year 
hiatus,  there  began  a  brief  Capped  Bust  series 
which  concluded  with  the  commencement  of 
the  Liberty  Seated  design  in  1837. 

Of  the  many  dates,  overdates  and 
date/Mints  (dates  that  are  Mint-marked)  issued 
for  general  circulation  since  the  1829  Capped 
Bust  issue,  only  the  1846  is  rarer  than  the 
1844-0  .  The  specimen  we  now  offer  has  the 
look  of  a  Very  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated 
coin,  regarding  its  strike,  color  and  lack  of 
contact  marks.  When  viewed  carefully  under  a 
lamp  and  using  5X  to  10X  magnification,  faint 
horizontal  hairlines  from  a  previous  light 
brushing  appeal  hidden  behind  a  naturally 
reoccuring  orange  and  blue-gray  tone.  The 
collector  will  probably  never  find  a  specimen 
with  greater  eye-appeal.  We  can  only  guess  at 
an  evaluation  of  $5,000  or  so.

The  mintage  figures 
demonstrate  its  twelve-times-as-scarce  status 
over  the  Philadelphia  issue.  Liberty’s  head  is 
full  rounded,  the  hair  details  quite  distinct. 
Wreath,  leaves  and  other  details  are  fully 
struck  up  on  the  reverse.  There  are  no  obvious 
bag  marks  or  typical  faults  to  mar  its 
aesthetics.

1826  ERIE  CANAL  COMPLETION  MEDAL 


1112  1826  Erie  Canal  Completion  Medal  Proof-Like  surfaces  with  reflective  steel-blue  toning  evenly  spread 
across  both  sides.  Absolutely  beautiful!  Never  “circulated”,  some  thin  hairlines  (probably  from  a  dust  cloth) 
can  be  seen  upon  tilting  this  specimen  under  a  bright' light.  A  comparable  specimen  sold  by  Stack’s  (Lot  #2348 
in*  their  January  19th,  2005  Auction)  realized  nearly  $3,000  with  buyer’s  fee.  Several  thin  edge  marks  on  the 
“third  side”  cannot  be  seen  on  the  obverse  or  reverse,  but  are  mentioned  for  total  accuracy.  From  Hibler  and 
Kappen’s  1963  So-Called  Dollars  book,  we  quote  (in  part)  the  following: 

Medal  issued  by  Common  Council,  City  of  New  York;  designed  by  Archibald  Robinson;  engraved  by 
Charles  Cushing  Wright,  “first  die-sinker  in  the  country”;  struck  by  Maitby  Pedertreau.  Erie  Canal  Commission 
created  1810  by  N.  Y.  Legislature;  DeWitt  Clinton,  later  Governor,  served  as  member  10  years  without  pay. 
Ground  broken  July  4,  1817  at  Rome  N.  Y  Canal  stretched  364  miles.  “i Greatest  engineering  feat  of  modern 
times. ..costliest,  most  successful  project  yet  undertaken  in  the  New  World.  ” Originally  dubbed  “Clinton’s  Folly" 
by  many.  Reduced  time,  Albany  to  Buffalo  from  45  days  to  6  days.  Formal  opening  was  Oct.  26th,  1825. 
Fifty-one  gold  medals  struck,  presented  to  “crowned  heads  of  the  world  and  eminent  men”  including  General 
Lafayette  and  3  surviving  signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  “Several  hundred  pieces  struck  in  Silver 
and  White  Metai  (pewter);  presented  to  guests  and  officials.  TODAY,  (a)  SILVER  SPECIMEN  IS 
UNCOLLECTIBLE,  with  White  Metai  extremely  rare. 

Obverse  -  Two  full  seated  figures  depicting  Pan  and  Neptune,  to  right  of  Pan  is  cornucopia;  in  background 
is  lighthouse  and  sea;  below  R  Del  (remainder  illegible)  WE.  Sc.;  above  all,  around  Union  of  Erie  with  the 
Atlantic. 

Reverse-  In  center  is  New  York  State  Coat  of  Arms;  to  left  is  section  of  Canal;  in  background  is  sailing 
ship  and  distant  view  of  city;  below  1826/Presented  by  the  City  of  NewYork;  above  all,  around  Erie  Canal 
Comm.  4  July  1817  Comp.  26  Oct.  1825;  microscopic  C.C.  Wright  Sc  just  below  center  design.  The  original 
57mm  round  leather-covered  red  box  (gold-stamped  WILLIAM  FI.  IRELAND)  with  green  velvet  interior  is  also 
•  included.  ($2,500-3.000) 
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1113  1892/93  World’s  Fair:  Three  medals  relating  to  the 
Chicago  Exposition.  (1)  A  75mm  bronze  First  Awards 
in  AH  Exhibits  medal,  weighing  7.4  ounces.  Scenes 
depict  medals  given  in  various  exhibitions.  On  the 
reverse,  The  American  Brake  Shoe  Company 
Chicago.  EF  condition.  By  H.  Koenig,  Chicago.  (2)  A 
68mm  white  metal  (silver  appearance)  weighing 
nearly  three  ounces,  the  obverse  with  allegorical 
female  figure,  on  ship,  leading  Columbus  to  the  New 
World.  A  heraldic  eagle  atop  other  devices  highlight 
the  reverse.

1909-1959  50th  Anniversary  of  town.  Silvered  bronze, 
39mm,  18.1  grams  and  issued  by  Whitehead  &  Hoag. 
AU.  $50  -  $100.  [4] 


1115  1909  Hudson-Fulton  Medal.  A  silver  50mm  medal  by 
E.  Fuchs  celebrating  the  three  hundreth  anniversary 
of  Henry  Hudson’s  1609  discovery.  The  central  motif 
shows  Hudson  aboard  the  Halve  Maene ,  amongst  his 
crew,  gazing  downward  upon  the  newly-discovered 
waterway.  The  navigable  body’s  importance  is  further 
underscored  in  this  leather-bound  velvet  case  by  a 
silver  plaque  measuring  15  X  75mm,  thusly  engraved:

1116  1851  (no  date)  E.  Jacobs.  A  superb  brass,  reeded 
edge  Daguerreotype  advertising  token  (Miller  La-34) 
listed  in  US.  Merchant  Tokens  1845- 1860 by  Russell 
Rulau.  Along  with  it  is  a  customized  4.25  X  3.25” 
black  see-through  box  with  a  cotton  background  for 
optimal  viewing.  Modeled  after  the  $10  Gold  piece 
used  at  that  time,  the  coin-equivalent  grade  of  this 
29mm  piece  would  be  Gem  BU,  with  bright  yellow 
color.

Secondly,  a 
brass  octagonal  29mm  Black  Diamond  Coai  Mining 
Company  50  Cent  from  Birmingham,  Alabama. 
Finally,  a  brass  Razor-Back  Shovels  key-holder,  56 
X  16mm,  manufactured  by  the  Union  Fork  &  Hoe 
Co.  of  Columbus,  Ohio.  The  three  items  grade  EF.  [3] 

1119  Science  Medals:  An  interesting  group  of  seven 
medals,  each  approximately  74mm  and  weighing 
around  3.5  ounces.  Struck  in  white  metal,  they  are  EF 
or  better,  the  brilliance  still  showing  under  the  tarnish.

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The  Clarence  Rareshide 
Medal  &  Token  Collection 

A  more  detailed  biography  of  Clarence  Rareshide 
appeared  in  our  June  17-18,  2005  auction,  where  his 
fine  collection  of  Louisiana  paper  money  was  sold.  Mr. 
Rareshide  was  an  impeccably  dressed  Southern 
gentleman  with  worldly  tastes,  well  reflected  in  his 
many  acquisitions.  A  lifetime  of  effort  and  devotion 
went  into  his  collection;  we  hope  that  these 
comprehensive  offerings  bring  the  same  satisfaction 
and  joy  to  the  next  collector. 


1125  Gold  Medal.  1884-85  New  Orleans,  Louisana. 
Measuring  53mm  in  diameter  with  a  wide  3+mm 
edge,  this  handsomely  detailed  specimen 
incorporates  industrial,  agricultural  and  other 
commercial  motifs  on  its  obverse;  two  allegorical 
figures  with  shield  and  pennant  dominate  its 
foreground.

The  East  Coast  Collection 

The  following  sixty -one  lots  of  Commemorative  coins 
have  just  been  removed  from  Wayte  Raymond  album 
pages,  the  collection  residing  in  a  bank  vault  for 
approximately  fifty  years.  The  depth  of  lustre  (and 
subsequent  toning)  is  remarkable,  hence  the  omnipresent 
temptation  to  over-verbaiize.

If  the  word  "fresh”  has  any  validity  in  numis-jargon,  it 
can  most  certainly  be  applied  here. 


1180  1893  Quarter  Choice  AU.  Isabella  Quarter.  No 

wear,  but  a  '  ght  cleaning  from  years  ago  results  in 
this  downgrace.  Still  quite  attractive  and  worthy  of  a 
Ch.  AU  desigr  ation. 

1181  1900  Silver  Dollar  Lafayette.  AU,  nearly  Choice. 
Similar  to  the  above,  but  with  some  discoloration.  All 
details  are  in  evidence. 
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1182  1921  Alabama  Choice  All.  Light  color,  slightly  darker 
towards  the  edges.  The  mintage  is  59,038. 


1183  1921  2X2  Alabama  2x2  Choice  EF.  The  scarcer  of 
the  two  varieties,  only  6,006  issued.  The  2X2 
indicates  the  state’s  entry  into  the  union,  the  number 
bisected  by  a  St.  Andrew’s  cross. 


1184  1936  Albany  Very  Ch.  BU.  The  smokey  gray  toning 
is  evenly  spread  across  both  sides  without 
interruption.  Minimal  surface  marks.  Mintage  = 
17,671. 


1185  1937  Antietam  Gem  BU.  Golden  orange  toning 
highlights  both  sides.  A  superb  specimen  with  nary  a 
flaw.  Mintage  =  18,028. 


1186  1935  PDS  Arkansas  Very  Ch.  BU  or  better. 
Ash-white  to  pale  orange  frost.  The  mintages  are:  P  = 
13,012  D  =  5,505  S  =  5,506.  [3] 


1187  1 936  PDS  Arkansas  Very  Ch.  BU.  Mainly  white,  with 
light  gray  overtones.  A  few  extra  contact  marks  on  the 
“P”  Mint,  else  every  bit  as  nice  as  the  previous  lot. 
The  mintages  are:  P&D  =  9,660  S  =  9,662.  [3] 


1188  1937  PDS  Arkansas  Very  Ch.  BU  or  better.  White  to 
light  golden  toning,  the  “S”  Mint  somewhat  Proof-Like. 
The  mintages  are:  P&D  =  5,505  S  =  5,506.  [3] 


1189  1938  PDS  Arkansas  Very  Ch.  BU  or  better.  Nice 
dusty  white  color  with  some  orange  areas  showing  up 
at  the  reverse  rims.  Scarcer  than  the  other  Arkansas 
sets.  The  mintages  are:  P  =  3,156  D  =  3,155  S= 
3,156.  [3] 


1190  1939  PD  Very  Ch.  BU  or  better.  We  conclude  the 
Arkansas  series  with  two  downright  rare  dates,  each 
with  an  issuance  of  2,104.  Check  out  the  mintage 
figures  for  ALL  half  dollars  issued  from  1794  to  date, 
and  their  evaluations.  Apples  to  oranges,  perhaps  -  -  - 
but  interesting  nevertheless.  Mostly  white  with  light 
orange  highlighting.  [2] 

1191  Bay  Bridge  &  Bridgeport.  Two  1936 
commemoratives.  Thickly  frosted  white  Gem  BU  with 
light  orange  at  their  peripheries;  the  mintages  are 
71,424  and  25,015.  [2] 

1192  BU.  Six  pieces,  as  follows:  1)  Boone,  1934.  2) 
Cleveland,  1936.  3)  Lincoln,  1918.  4)  Stone  Mountain, 
1925.  5)  Vancouver,  1925.  6)  Vermont,  1927.  The  last 
two  have  some  signs  of  mishandling,  but  none  of 
actual  circulation.  The  over  all  BU  designation  is  fair 
enough.  [6] 


1193  1935  PDS  Boone  Gem  BU.  Essentially  white,  the  first 
piece  with  rose  overtones.  The  Philadelphia  piece  has 
a  mintage  of  10,010  while  the  “D”  and  “S”  issues  have 
exactly  half  that  total. 
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1194  1935/34  PDS  Boone  Very  Ch.  BU  or  better.  The 
rarest  of  commemorative  sets.  The  Philadelphia 
issue  has  noticeable  bag  markings  on  the  neck  and 
shoulder.  This  is  fortunate  for  the  collector,  since 
replacement  of  this  Mint  is  relatively  easy,  given  its 
coinage  of  10,008.  Both  Denver  and  San  Francisco 
fair  significantly  better,  their  deep  ash  and  rose 
shades  unusually  free  of  the  impediments  generally 
found  on  a  Boone’s  sparsely  detailed  obverse.  The 
“D”  totals  2,003  coins  while  the  “S”  totals  2,004!  [3] 


1195  1936  PDS  Boone  Gem  BU.  The  shading  runs  from 
milky  white  to  pale  orange;  any  contact  marks  can  be 
scored  as  nil.

S  =  5,006.  Even  a  common  set  like  this  is  rare!  [3] 


1196  1937  PDS  Boone  Gem  BU.  A  shade  lighter  than  the 
previous  set;  milky  white  to  pale  rose.  The  “P”  Mint 
has  9,810  recorded  while  both  “D”  and  “S”  have 
2,506  each.  [3] 


1197  1938  PDS  Boone  Very  Ch.  BU  or  better.  Again,  very 
similar  toning  to  the  previous  set  but  the  “S”  Mint 
appears  Proof-Like  under  the  toning.  As  a  combined 
mintage,  this  set  of  three  totals  6,300;  precisely 
2,100  for  each  Mint.  [3] 


1198  1925-S  California  Gem  BU.  A  thin  band  of  rainbow 
colors  circle  the  outer  letters  while  the  innermost 
devices  are  sparkling  white.  86,394  issued. 


1199  1936  PDS  Cincinnati  Gem  BU.  Golden  tan  with  light 
gray  shades  cover  near-flawless  surfaces.  This 
design,  perhaps  more  than  any  other  in  the 
commemorative  series,  seldom  comes  in  this  state  of 
preservation.  The  mintages  are:  P&D  =  5,005  S  = 
5,006.  A  superb  trio.  [3] 


1200  Columbian.  1892  and  1893,  the  first  Ch.  AU,  the 
second  EF  with  long  obverse  scratch.  Connecticut. 
1935  AU,  polished.  Huguenot.  1924,  EF. 
Pan-Pacific.  1915,  EF.  Sesqui.  1926  AU,  polished. 
Pilgrim.  1920,  Ch.  AU.  [7] 


1201  1936  PDS  Columbia  SC  Gem  BU.  In  the  same 
league  as  the  Cincinnati  set,  but  with  an  amber-white 
obverse  and  golden  tan  reverse.  The  mintages  are:  P 
=  9,007  D  =  8,009  S  =  8,007.  [3] 


1202  1936  Delaware  Very  Ch.  BU.  Deep  shades  of 
grayish  tan  lustre  do  not  prevent  the  white  underlying 
frost  from  making  its  presence  known.  Scarcely  a 
blemish  to  report  on.  20,993  minted. 


1203  Elgin,  L.I.,  Rb’sn-Ark.  A  threesome  of  1936  issues 
averaging  Very  Ch.  BU,  the  last  with  a  scratch  on  the 
forehead.  The  toning  runs  from  grayish  gold  to  frosty 
white.  The  mintages  are:  Elgin,  20,015.  Long  Island, 
81,826  and  Robinson/Arkansas,  25,265.  [3] 


1204  1936  Gettysburg  Very  Ch.  BU.  Mostly  white  and 
frosty.  26,928  minted. 


1205  1922  Grant  Gem  BU.  Milky  white  frost  broken  up  only 
by  some  darker  orange  toning  in  the  circumferential 
obverse  letters.  Celebrates  President  Grant’s  Point 
Pleasant,  Ohio  birthplace.  67,405  minted. 
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1206  1922  Grant  Star  Gem  BU.  Light  orange,  tan 
and  green  iridescence  circle  the  obverse 
periphery  of  this  gleaming  white  specimen! 
Whatever  flaws  can  be  found  are  too 
insignificant  to  single  out.  Even  the 
ever-present  die  striae  in  the  field  are  an  asset; 
when  revolved  under  a  bright  light,  they  help  to 
achieve  a  halo-like  effect  around  Grant’s 
portrait.  The  novice  will  invariably  mistake  striae 
for  cleaning  marks;  such  is  not  the  case  of  this 
near-perfect,  carefully  scrutinized  masterpiece. 
The  reverse  is  essentially  white  with  traces  of 
album  toning  at  its  edges.  Could  see  bidding  in 
the  $6,000  to  $8,000  range,  or  perhaps  higher! 


1207  1928  Hawaiian  Choice  BU  or  better.  Along  with  the 
just-offered  Grant  Star,  this  coin  (featuring  Captain 
James  Cook’s  1778 Arrival  in  Hawaii)  probably  shares 
top  honors  for  most  desirable  commemorative.  The 
pale  amber  and  tan  toning  is  typical  of  the  storage 
that  these  pieces  received  when  being  shipped  over 
to  mainland  U.S.A.  over  75  years  ago.  Don’t  let  the 
9,958  mintage  dissuade  you  from  putting  down  a 
$1 ,500  -  $1 ,800  bid.  It’s  that  scarce! 


1208  1935  Hudson  Gem  BU.  Unbroken  golden  gray  toning 
enriches  each  side.  Unlike  a  majority  of  the  10,008 
pieces  struck,  this  one  is  virtually  free  of  marks.  It 
should  entertain  a  $600  -  $900  offering. 


1209  1925  Lexington  Very  Ch.  BU.  A  coin  for  our  times! 
The  “ PATRIOT  HALF  DOLLAR"  showing  the 
Minuteman  (at  attention)  with  rifle.  Glossy  to  cloudy 
white  surfaces  with  some  golden  toning  at  the  edges. 


1210  1936  Lynchburg  Gem  BU.  Thick  golden  and  reddish 
iridescence  intermingle  with  an  occasional  untoned 
area.  Quite  scarce,  only  20,013  minted.  The 
aesthetics  are  shared  with  a  moment  of  history; 
Senator  Carter  Glass  (former  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury),  was  alive  and  well  when  this  coin  was 
struck.  This  was  a  violation  of  a  Federal  Act  of  April  7, 
1866  which  forbade  the  portrait  of  living  people  on 
coins.  According  to  various  books  and  articles,  Glass 
protested.  Hmmm. 

1211  1920  Maine  Very  Ch.  BU.  White  and  light  gray.  Some 
rose  toning,  mostly  on  the  right  reverse.  Mintage 
figures  show  50,028. 

1212  1934  Maryland  Very  Ch.  BU.  Smokey  white  color,  a 
bit  of  golden  edge  toning.  Mintage  25,015. 

1213  1921  Missouri  Uncirculated  (?)  Odd  looking  matte 
finish  with  attractive  blue  and  orange  toning  around 
the  obverse  periphery.  No  claim  is  being  made  here 
as  to  its  originality.  Sold  as  is.  Mintage  =  15,428. 


1214  1921  Missouri  2x4  Gem  BU.  The  rarer  of  the 
two  varieties,  showing  2*4  in  the  area  above 
1821.  This  stands  for  the  twenty-fourth  star 
added  to  the  flag  for  the  newly-joined  state. 
Superb  pinkish  rose  color  with  blue  and  red-tan 
shades,  mostly  in  the  obverse  peripheral 
lettering  and  the  portrait’s  vicinity.  Contact 
marks  are  trivial;  those  that  can  be  found  are 
blended  well  into  the  toning.  When  seen,  this 
variety  is  often  in  EF or  AU,  and  occasionally 
BU.  Few  of  the  5,000  struck  still  remain  in  this 
condition! 
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1215  1923-S  Monroe  Very  Ch.  BU  or  better.  Azure  and 
orange  combine  to  reveal  an  impressionistic  tint, 
fusing  it  with  an  otherwise  white  obverse.  A  richer 
red-orange  shade  lines  the  reverse  periphery;  a  few 
central  bag  marks  might  remove  this  from  Gem. 
Scarce;  most  of  the  274,077  issued  were  spent  during 
the  Great  Depression. 


1216  1938  New  Rochelle  Gem  BU.  Thick  white  frost  with 
little  evidence  of  color  change,  save  for  that  of  edge 
tanning  from  album  storage.  Mintage  =  15,266. 


1217  1936  Norfolk  Gem  BU.  White  with  the  barest  trace  of 
tan  toning,  mainly  on  the  obverse.  Mintage  =  16,936. 


1218  1926  Oregon  Very  Ch.  BU.  The  first  of  a  total  of 
fourteen  pieces  in  this  series,  with  PDS  sets  occuring 
in  only  the  last  two  years.  This  piece  has  chalky  gray 
color  with  but  a  couple  of  marks  separating  it  from 
Gem.  Mintage  =  47,955. 


1219  1926-S  Oregon  Gem  BU.  Glossy  white  surfaces  with 
extraordinary  blue-green  and  orange  toning  near  the 
edges.  Inexpensive  as  an  Oregon  type,  having  the 
highest  mintage  of  this  series  with  83,055  struck. 


1220  1928  Oregon  Gem  BU.  Subtle  orange  and  tan 
obverse  toning,  the  reverse  gray  and  white.  Mintage  = 
6,028. 


1221  1933-D  Oregon  Gem  BU.  Soft  gray  toning 
throughout,  a  bit  darker  towards  the  edges.  Mintaqe  = 
5,008. 


1222  1934-D  Oregon  Gem  BU.  Exactly  as  the  previous  lot, 
just  slightly  darker  on  the  lower  reverse.  Mintage  = 
7,006. 


1223  1936  Oregon  Gem  BU.  Yet  another  piece  with  gray 
toning.  This  date  has  a  mintage  of  10,006. 


1224  1936-S  Oregon  Ch.  BU  or  better.  Similar  shades  to 
the  previous  lots  with  just  a  few  minor  marks.  Mintage 
is  just  5,006. 


1225  1937-D  Oregon  Gem  BU.  Same  color  but  this 
specimen  almost  mark-free  and  superior  to  the 
1936-S  just  offered.  Mintage  =  12,008. 


1226  1938  PDS  Oregon  Very  Ch.  BU  or  better.  The  toning 
runs  from  whitish  to  medium  gray.  The  mintages  are: 
P  =  6,006  D  =  6,005  S  =  6,006.  [3] 
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1227  1939  PDS  Oregon  Gem  BU.  This  too  has  toning  very 
much  like  the  previously  offered  Oregon’s.  By  far  the 
rarest  date/Mint  set  obtainable  in  this  series.  The 
mintage  is  only  3,004  for  each  of  the  first  two  Mints, 
plus  one  additional  coin  for  San  Francisco.  [3] 


1233  1935  Spanish  Trail  Gem  BU.  Celebrates  the  400th 
anniversary  of  the  Cabeza  de  Vaca  expedition,  from 
Florida  through  Texas.  Glowing  white  obverse  under 
a  thin  veneer  of  dusty  gray  toning.  The  reverse  is 
similar,  but  with  a  beige  shade.  Relatively  undisturbed 
surfaces,  having  only  the  slightest  bag  marks; 
unusual  for  a  design  with  such  open  fields.  10,008 
minted. 


1228  1921  Pilgrim  Very  Ch.  BU  or  better.  The  viewer  may 
well  see  this  Massachusetts  -  Mayflower 
Tercentenary  as  a  Gem.  Frosty,  pearl-white  with  a 
few  faint  hairlines  under  the  motto.  The  reverse  has  a 
bit  of  beige  toning,  but  is  essentially  white  and  frosty. 
Mintage  =  20,053. 


1229  1936  PDS  Rhode  Island  Gem  BU.  Sparkling  white, 
some  with  alternating  shades  of  blue  and  rose.  An 
exceptional  set.  Mintages  are:  P  =  20,013, 

D  =  15,010,  S  =  15,011.  [3] 


1230  1937  Roanoke  Gem  BU.  Thick  white  frost,  save  for 
that  of  a  slight  golden  orange  ring  around  the 
obverse.  Superb!  Mintage  =  29,030. 


1231  1935-S  San  Diego  Gem  BU.  White  with  tinges  of 
gray  or  orange  near  the  rims.  Mintage  =  70,132. 


1232  1936-D  San  Diego  Gem  BU.  Pale  rose  toning  on  the 
obverse.  The  reverse  is  highlighted  with  lavender, 
rose  and  orange  opalescence;  as  well,  a  lovely  blue 
streak  emanates  from  the  building  top  through  the 
edge  at  6:00.  Mintage  =  30,092. 


1234  1934  Texas  Very  Ch.  BU.  White,  frosty  and  well 
above  average.  Mintage  =  61,463. 

1235  1935  PDS  Texas  Gem  BU.  White  with  subtle  golden 
gray  tones.  The  mintages  are:  P  =  9,996  D  =  10,007 
S  =  10,008.  [3] 

1236  1936  PDS  Texas  Gem  BU.  Mainly  white  and  golden 
frost  on  the  obverse  with  deep  orange  and  tan  areas 
near  the  peripheries  of  the  reverse.  The  mintages  are: 
P  =  8,911  D  =  9,039  S  =  9,055. 

1237  1937  PDS  Texas  Gem  BU.  Similar  colors  and 
textures  to  the  1936  set  just  offered,  but  the  reverse 
tones  are  more  subdued.  The  mintages  are:  P  = 
6,571  D  =  6,605  S  =  6,637.  [3] 


1238  1938  PDS  Texas  Gem  BU.  Last  and  scarcest  of  the 
Texas  lots.  White  to  beige  tones  on  the  obverse,  a 
shade  or  so  darker  on  the  reverse.  The  mintages  are: 
P  =  3,780  D  =  3,775  S  =  3,81 4.  [3] 

1239  1936  Wisconsin  Very  Ch.  BU.  Golden  obverse,  the 
reverse  with  little  toning. 

1240  1936  York  County  Gem  BU.  An  attractive  light 
orange  haze  covers  both  sides.  This  Maine 
Tercentenary  has  a  mintage  of  25,015. 
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Concluding  our  East  Coast  Collection 
are  the  following  thirteen  lots  of  Gold  coins: 


1241  1854  T1  $1  Gold  Type  I  BU.  Thick  orange  color  with 
a  needle-sharp  strike.  Faded  mark  on  cheek,  but  still 
nice  enough  to  rate  near  Choice.  Will  bring  in  the 
vicinity  of  $250  -  $300. 


1242  1855  T2  $1  Gold  Type  II  EF.  Lightly  worn.  The  date 
is  unusually  sharp  and  full.  Worth  $350  -  $450. 

1243  1887  $1  Gold  Type  III  AU  details,  but  once  mounted. 
A  solder  spot  shows  at  6:00  on  the  obverse,  and  on 
the  corresponding  reverse  location.  Probably  a  $75  - 
$100  item. 


1249  1870-S  $5  Liberty  Choice  EF.  Medium  yellow  toning 
with  peripheral  orange  shades  visible,  when  tilted 
under  a  bright  light.  Slightly  less  detailed  than  the 
above,  but  may  have  better  eye-appeal.  Such 
personal  observations  can  be  problematic,  and  with  a 
Grey  Sheet  listing  of  $1,900  in  “ XF40 ’  and  $5,600  in 
“ AU50 '  it  is  strongly  suggested  that  this  specimen  be 
viewed  prior  to  bidding.  This  piece  comes  with  an 
envelope  measuring  45  X  72mm.  Inked  upon  it  is 
“  Elder  1/28/36  $5cost  9.25  1870  S  Mint  Rare  Fine 
small  coinage  As  well,  the  number  “ 3080'  is  penciled. 
What  can  be  guranteed  is  that  the  grade  of  Fine  and 
its  cost  are  no  longer  relevant!  While  it  is  rather 
difficult  to  append  an  estimate,  our  guess  is. ..$2, 000. 


1244  1846-0  $2.50  Liberty  Choice  EF.  Brightened  up  just 
a  bit,  but  certainly  not  enough  to  lessen  its  desirability. 
Softly  struck  on  the  reverse,  as  always.  The  obverse 
more  than  lends  credence  to  a  Choice  designation. 
62,000  struck.  Worth  $500  -  $600. 

1245  1850  $2.50  Liberty  AU.  Choice  but  for  a  little  reverse 
edge  dent  at  9:00.  $150  or  so. 

1246  1836  $5  Classic  Head  Fine.  No  problems,  just  worn. 
Should  realize  $200. 


1247  1839  $5  Liberty  EF++.  The  technical  details  reach 
Choice  AU,  but  some  light  obverse  scuffing  at  8:00  to 
10:00  brings  it  down  a  bit.  The  collector  would  do  well 
with  a  bid  of  $300  -  $350. 


1248  1843-0  $5  Liberty  The  Small  Letter  variety .  EF, 
possibly  better.  Light  yellow  color,  probably  the  result 
of  a  long-ago  dipping.  It  is  better  to  be  cautious  with 
this  grade;  Grey  Sheet  lists  EF  for  $1,100  and  AU  for 
$1,700.  A  $1,100  suggestion  would  be  appropriate. 


1250  1913  $10  Indian  With  Motto  Choice  AU.  Full  lustre. 
May  have  had  some  brief  circulation. 


1251  1926  $10  Indian  With  Motto  Choice  BU.  In  a  square 
manila  (52mm)  envelope,  written  in  the  same  hand  as 
on  the  1870-S  $5  envelope.  Glossy  deep  yellow 
finish.  Purchased  on  2/24/36  for  $16.75  with  an  Unc 
notation.  Worth  more  than  25X  that  figure  today. 


1252  1926  $10  Indian  With  Motto  BU.  A  second  piece, 
this  with  light  orange  toning.  No  envelope  attached. 


1253  1876  $20  Liberty  Type  II  Choice  AU.  Seems  not  to 
have  been  circulated,  but  gently  cleaned  on  the 
obverse.  Still,  much  of  the  original  surface  lies  just 
under  the  cloudiness.  The  reverse  is  as-struck,  the 
color  and  details  equivalent  to  a  Choice  Mint  State 
specimen. 
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The  JD  Brooklyn  Collection 

This  collection  is  being  offered  in  two  sections.  We 
begin  withU.S  coins ,  which  were  assembled  from  the 
mid-1960s  to  around  1992.  Most  items  have  on/v  iust  been 
removed  from  Registered  U.  S.  Mail  boxes,  so  as  to  validate 
their  contents.  These  shipping  boxes  and  envelopes  are 
also  enclosed,  where  so  indicated.  Items  such  as  the  1941 
and  1942  Proof  Sets  that  are  not  in  original  containers,  are 
described  as  accurately  as  possible. 

1254  1941  Proof  Set  In  a  green  lucite  holder.  The  cent  is 
severely  spotted  on  both  sides  and  the  nickel  appears 
only  slightly  better.  Fortunately,  the  silver  pieces  are 
quite  another  matter.  All  three  rate  Very  Choice,  if  not 
fully  Gem.  Both  half  dollar  and  dime  are  virtually 
untoned,  with  light  haze  adding  to  their  originality.  The 
quarter  is  much  the  same  but  with  traces  of  graphite 
toning  on  the  left  half  of  the  obverse.  Replacing  the 
two  minor  pieces  should  prove  both  easy  and 
rewarding.  (S 800-900 ) 


1255  1942  (6-Piece)  Proof  Set  In  a  red  lucite  holder.  Very 
Choice,  over  all.  There  is  a  slight  graze  on 
Washington’s  cheek,  possibly  an  acetate-slide  mark 
from  earlier  storage.  The  cent  is  spotted,  but  easily 
replaceable.  Both  nickels,  the  dime  and  the  half  dollar 
are  lightly  toned  and  pretty  much  problem  free  for  the 
grade.  ($800-900) 


1256  1950  Proof  Set  This  set  is  housed  in  a  black  lucite 

holder.  Very  Choice.  Mostly  white  with  slight  toning. 
Has  a  Gem  look,  but  a  few  minor  contact  marks  on 
the  half  dollar  (plus  slight  reverse  tarnishing  of  the 
penny  and  nickel)  keep  this  otherwise  eye-appealing 
set  from  a  higher  designation.  ($400-500) 

1257  1951  Proof  Set  Deep  blue  lucite  holder.  Has  a  spot 

under  Franklin’s  nose  and  some  dull  areas  on  the 
cent.  The  balance  is  rather  pleasing.  With  the 
exception  of  the  half  dollar,  will  probably  rate  Choice 
or  better.  ($250-300) 
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1258  1952  and  1953  Proof  Sets  Again,  in  lucite  holders. 

The  first  is  green  and  the  other  white.  Both  are  Very 
Choice  sets  with  light  toning  on  all  ten  pieces,  save 
that  of  the  darker  1953  quarter.  The  1953  half 
appears  to  have  a  rather  strong  cameo  finish  under  its 
time-wrought  haze.  [2]  ($400-500) 

1259  1954  and  1955  Proof  Sets  A  green  lucite  and  white

Full  Head  -  A  term  used  on  Standing  Liberty  Quarters  (1916-1930)  and  Walking  Liberty  Halves  (1917-1947) 
to  denote  sharpness  of  hair  detail. 


Full  Bands 


A  term  used  for  Winged  Liberty  (Mercury)  Dimes  (1916-1943)  to  denote  fullness  of  strike  on  the 
fasces  symbol  on  reverse  side. 


Whizzed 


A  technique  by  which  the  coin  is  wire-brushed  to  simulate  mint  lustre.
